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DETAILED ACTION

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 



basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Huettinger et al. (US 6,181,065). 

Regarding claims 1 and 5, Huettinger discloses a metal halide lamp in Fig. 2 having a 
ceramic wall 25 which is closed at an end by a projecting plug 20. The lamp further comprises a 
cermet lead-through 9 through the projecting plug 20 which extends from the end of the 
projecting plug 20 to an electrode arranged in the discharge vessel. The cermet is directly 
fastened to the projecting plug 20 by means of a sintered joint (col. 6, lines 24-27). 

Regarding claim 2, Fig. 2 of Huettinger shows the projecting plug 20 extending a certain 
length, and the sintered joint having a length less than 0.8 of the length of the projecting plug 20. 
That is the sintered joint does not extend the full length of the projecting plug 20 at the end 
where the electrode is attached. 

Regarding claim 3, Fig. 2 of Huettinger shows the sintered joint between the lead-through 
and the projecting plug 20 starting at the end of the projecting plug 20 extending into the plug 
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20. Therefore, the sintered joint extends into the plug 20 in a direction from the end to a distance 
of 0.0mm from the end, which meets the limitation of at most 0.5mm from the end. 

Regarding claim 6, Huettinger states that the lamp is suitable for 100W and up (col. 4, 
lines 8-16). 

Furthermore, the recitation, that the lamp has a power rating of at least 1 00W, has not 
been given patentable weight because it is considered an intended used recitation. It has been 
held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the 
claimed structural limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Huettinger et al. 
(US 6,181,065) as applied to claiml above, and further in view of Pabst et al. (US 5,075,587). 

Regarding claim 4, Huettinger fails to specifically teach the use of the cermet lead- 
through having a tapered shape adjacent the end and provided with a narrowed portion. 
However, Fig 3, of the Pabst reference discloses a lead-through 10 5 having such a shape and 
being provided with a narrow portion 16 so that a circular pocket is formed which permits the 
insertion of a sealing element 18 formed of solder and a component assisting in sintering. 
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Accordingly, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to have made the cermet lead-through of the Huettinger reference in the 
shape of the lead-through disclosed by Pabst, so that a pocket is formed which permits the 
insertion of a sealing element formed of solder and a component assisting in sintering could be 
used.
